A new variety of Monnonito, or eon1- 


tinonlal ljuaker sect, i« gaininp; groun_d 
in Hungary to such an extent llntti it 
threatens considerable embarrafiHinunt 
lo tho udtiiinistration. These no-called 
Na/.aronoH not only disown all clerical 
organization and rofusn to lake any 
oath or enter nny military service, but 
they dispute tho lawfiilnosn of taxes 
that go to support a state or army.
